Washington, D. C., Sept. 18.—[ Special. 
The house of representatives observed the ir- 
sistent wish of President Wilson this after- 
noon when, by a vote of 286 to 84, it passed 
the administration's currency bill. 

This action followed insertion in the meas- 
ure of a declaration for the maintenance of 
the gold standard by 4 vote of 298 to 69 and 
@ refusal to amend so as to forbid interlock- 
ing directorates by a vote of 266 to 100. 

The threatened revolt of the Democrats, as 
a protest against the caucus methods by 
which they were forced to swallow the bill, 
failed to materialize. Only three members 
ot the dominant party—Callaway of Texas, 
Elder of Louisiana, and Witherspoon of Mis- 
issippi—voted against it. Their votes were 
more than offset by the support accorded the 
measure by twenty-four Republicans and 
eleven Progressives, 

President Wilson’s Cotrol Shown. 

The president's control of the situation per- 
haps was best exemplified by the way in 
which the Democrats reaffirmed the gold 
‘standard. Although. William Jennings 
Bryan, the champion of silver at 16 to 1, had 
announced his approval of such action, there 
were sixty-seven Democrats who refused to 
follow his lead, and they were joined by two 
Republicans, 

Indeed the Demoerate who voted e,ainst 
| the bill on its final passage were more swayed 


N by opposition to the gold standard provision 


than by resentment of the caucus methods 
observed. 

The Democrats also were embarrassed by 
the action of Congressman Murdock in forc- 
ing a vote on the amendment prohibiting in- 

-terlocking directorates. They responded 
obediently to the party whip, however, ard 
the amendment was voted down. 

The excuse of many of the Democrats who 
opposed this proposition is that the Demo- 
cratic caucus has instructed the jidiciary 
committee to report favorably a bill designed 
to correct this evil. 


“ Provisions of the Bill. 

The measure as it passed would eliminate 
the present American bank note system, 
under which banks issue currency against 
government bonds, and establish a currency 
to be issued by twelve federal reserve banks 
based on sound commercial paper, which the 
government assumes the responsibility of 
redeeming in gold or lawful money. 

It would place practically every phase of 
banking under the control of a federal re- 
serve board of seven members to be appointed 
by the president and a council of bankers 
which would have only advisory powers. 

The system would be administered through 
the reserve banks, situated in twelve geo- 
graphical divisions of the country, capital- 
ized at about $5,000,000, which capital must 
be subscribed by the banks in the reserve 
district.

The vote on the passage of the bill was 
chiefly important as showing the suppression 
of the Democratic insurrection and the sol- 
idarity' of the dominant party, and the divi- 
sion which exists in the Republican and 
Progressive ranks.

NO SOLUTION IS IN SIGHT. 


President Still Contends Coast Law 
Does Not Violate Treaty. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT, } 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 18.—[Special.}— 
Viscount Chinda, the Japanese ambassador, 
took the extraordinary step today of calling 
upon the president for the purpose of press- 
ing the Japanese demand for satisfaction 
in connection with the California anti-alien 
land law. | 
President Wilson assured the ambassador 
the United States would make its reply as 
soon as possible. It is to be expected that 
Japan will wait a reasonable time before 
making further representations. 

_The next step, one Which diplomats hesitate 
to consider, will be for Japan to manifest re- 
sentment at delay or to put a time limit within 
which the American response must be made. 


Has No Solution to Offer. 

The administration does not intend to let 
the situation reach such a point if it can 
avoid it. There is no doubt it has been pley- 
ing for time, for the reason that it has no 
solution to offer for the California question. 
Japan never has withdrawn in the slightest 
degree from the position it originally took 
that the California land law was a racial 
The 
Japanese government feels it has been most 
considerate and correct in its procedure in 
connection with this dispute. : 

The ministry is in danger of being over- 
thrown, and its position would be immeas- 
urably strengthened tf concessions of some 
kind should be made by this government. 


Cannot Make Concessions. 

But President Wilson feels it is impossible 
to make concessions. He holds the treaty 
with Japan has not been violated by the 
California statute and that if Japan feels 
aggrieved it has the right to appeal to the 
courts. Japan will not enter upon such an 
avenue. 

Adding to the irritation of Japan is the 
failure of the senate to ratify the extension 
of the arbitration treaty of 1908. Action in 
this direction has been postponed: because 
of the apprehension of Pacific slope senators 
that the Japanese government would de- 
mand the arbitration of the California con- 
troversy by a Hague tribune.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 18.—President 
Wilson let it be known today that he takes 
the view that there was nothing in Gen. 
Huertas message to the Mexican congress 
last Monday in any way inconsistent with 
the interpretation adopted by the United 
States of the last note transmitted by Feder- 
leo Gamboa, Mexican minister of foreign re- 
lations, to John Lind, the American envoy. 

The administration considers that Huerta, 
having been declared in the Gamboa note 
ineligible to succeed himeelf as provisional 
president, will not be a candidate in the ap- 
proaching elections, and the American gov- 
ernment is prepared at any time to resume

The rebel chief will 
be hanged to a pole which will be erected at 
the international bridge and all El Paso and 
Juarez will be invited by the federal officials 
to view the execution, according to plans.

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WIVES GIVEN THEIR PAY. 


Jurist Thinks Hard Work and Jalil 
Fare Will Care Shiftlessness, 


Philadelphia, Pa. Sept. 18.—iSpecail.)]— 
Nursing hands decorated with large water 
blisters and backs that ached after a long day 
under a blazing sun on the county rock pile, 
six recalcitrant husbands, who, according to 
their wives, are possessed of a chronic objec- 
tion to work; are sitting in their cells in the 
county prison tonight muttering curses on 
Judge Bregy. From the bench of the Deser- 
tion ocurt Judge Bregy yesterday sent them 
to the rock pile for ninety days, with orders 
that the 65 cents a day that the county pays 
for their labor be given to their wives. The 
men had been ordered on previous occasions 
to pay various sums to thelr wives each week, 
but had failed to obey the orders of the 
court. | 

All six of.the men had hands white and 

soft as women when they went to the work- 
house, On the way they seemed to regard 
the whole performance in the Nght of e 
joke. : 
But their mirth did not last long. Bright and 
early yesterday morning they were roused 
out of bed to a breakfast of coffee, butter- 
less bread and molasses. 


Given Sledges; Led to Rockpile. 


Then a big guard led them to a pile of 
brand new sledge hammers especially bought 
for the oceasion. It seemed to the guard 
that a couple of the husbands were a little 
slow in picking up their hammers. He gave 
them a heart to heart talk and illustrated 
his remarks with forcible gestures. After 
that the hesitancy disappesred. 

Out through the jail the men were marched 
to a pile of big rocks. There they halted. 

Gwan!“ said the guard, “This is for 
you. Get busy and make these big ones into 
little ones. And rememberthis: The county 
is paying 65 cents a day for what you're 
going to do—and I’m here to see that we get 
all of 6 cents’ worth of work done—and then 
some. Go to it, now—and the first man I 
catch loafing will wish he hadn't. Get me?“ 

The husbands evidently understood. Each 
picked out a particular spot and began to 
wield his sledge hammer. While they didn't 
display any undue enthusiasm about it, they 
kept at it steadily. 


First Application of New Law. 

The sending of these six husbands to the 
rock pile was the first practical application 
of a new law designed especially to meet the 
cases of husbands who won't give any money 
to their wives. Under the old law men were 
sometimes sent to jail, but they were not 
forced to work and so they did not mind 
much. Besides, the mere fact of having 
them in jail did not help the wives from a 
financial standpoint. 

Judge Bregy threatened to enforce the 
new law about a week ago.

Thus the advices tonight from Aschaffen- 
berg, Germany, Schmidt's birthplace, that 
Muret is now believed to be the murderer's 
cousin, Adolf Mueller, caused little surprise 
among the Investigators. 


Engraver Helps in Identity. 

It came out also, however, through the 
discovery of an engraver who made copper 
plates for Schmidt, that Muret, as he now 
calls himself, seemingly had far closer 
knowledge than he has at any time ad- 
mitted of Schmidt's counterfeiting opera- 
tions, having accompanied Schmidt to the 
engraver’s shop when the plates were se- 
cured, 

As for Schmidt himself, the many aliases 
he used led Inspector Faurot, in charge of 
the case, to suspect that the clerical pris- 
oner might not be the Hans Schmidt of As- 
chaffenburg, but an impostor. This theory, 
while somewhat at cross purposes with that 
which has brought out the supposed blood 
relationship between the real Hans Schmidt 
and Muret, was considered by the inspector 
worth while following up. 


Tells of Schmidt’s Boy. 


The police discovered today a fourth place 


‘which Schmidt used in his crime in One Hun- 


dred and Fourth streét. Mrs. Manzer. who 
rented a room to Schmidt, told Inspector 
Faurot Schmidt sometimes brought with 
him a5 year old boy known as August Van 
Dyke.“ Van Dyke was the name under 
which Schmidt rented the room and it was 
the same alias he used at 68 Bradhurst ave- 


nue, where he killed Anna Aumuller.

Joseph Nader’s Plea of Insanity 
at Time of Deed Accepted. 


WAS IN ASYLUM TWO YEARS. 


Held Sane at Killing of Woman in 


\ His Previous Trial, 


Joseph Nader was insane when he shot and 
led his wife two years and consequent- 
was not guilty ot in This was the 

véraict returned last night by a jury in the 
court of Judge Charles M. Walker. 

Nader, who has been locked up in jails, po- 
lice stations, and insan asylums since the 
night he killed his wife and attempted sui- 
cide, wept as he left the courtroom a iree 
man. | 


Shot and Killed His Wife. 

He shot and killed his wife Oct. 12, 1911, 
After his recovery from the injuries he in- 
fiicted upon himself in an attempt to end 
his life he was placed on trial, charged with 
murder, 

A jury found that, although the man was 
sane at the time he killed his wife, he had 
become insane after the slaying, and conse- 
quentiy could not be punished. Nader was 
committed to the Chester asylum for the 
criminal insane. 

Two months ago physicians at Chester, 
after making a large number of examina- 
tions and tests, pronounced Nader cured. 
They declared that the man’s sa. ity had re- 
turned. The Cook county authorities were 
notified and Nader was turned over to them, 


Pleads Insanity Before Crime. 

It was the contention of the state that 
Nader, having regained his reason, was sub- 
ject to punishment for the crime. Nader's 
defense was that his insanity did not date 
from after the killing but before, Evidence 
was introduced to prove he was insane some 
time before he ehot his wife and attempted 
his own life. 

The jury retired at 11 p. m. Stortly before 
midnight a verdict was found declaring that 
Nader was insane when he killed his wife 


FIREMEN HAVE CLOSE ESCAPE 
AT BIG NORTH SIDE BLAZE. 


Gasoline Explosion Endangers Work- 
ers on Fire Escape—Stream from 
Fireboat Perils Fighters. 


Several firemen had narrow escapes from 
injury last night while fighting a fire in a 
four story brick building at 47-51 West Kin- 
zie street and 852-54 North Dearborn street. 
The third and fourth floors of the structure 
were destroyed. The loss is estimated at 
$75,000. 

The fire was discovered on the third floor.

Other information in the telegram led the 
Chicago police to believe that the arrest 
“cleans up last week's bank messenger 
robbery and this week's safe robbery and 
murder at the Mandel Brothers’ delivery sta- 
tion, 2055 West Van Buren street. 


Captured After Struggle. | 

The prisoners, who were arrested after a 
desperate chase and struggie, saia they were 
bellboys. They gave the following names: 
Carl W. Moran, 225 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fitth street, New York; award 
Walsh, 3 West One Hundred and Thirty- 
seventh street, New Yotk; and James Mc. 
Carthy, 23 Oak Terrace, Chicago. 

The detectives who captured the men said 
that all three of them made desperate efforts 
to threw away money and jewelry. When 
searched it was found Walsh had $440 and a 
$300 diamond ring, McCarthy had $356 and 
two diamond rings, and Moran had $320, All 
of the money was in denominations of ones, 
twos, fives, and tena. 

Investigation proved that Walsh and Me-

New Comet Discovered 


by Foreign Astronomer. | 


HE second new comet to be discovered 
within a week was announced yesterday 
by Prof. E. E. Barnard of the Yerkes 
observatory at Green Bay, Wis. It has 
been located in the constellation Pisces, 

west of the star Omega. It is not visible to 
the naked eye, but can be seen with a five inch 
telescope. 

The comet was discovered by Neujmin, a Bu- 
ropean astronomer, just a week .fter the Rev. 
Joel Metcalf found one. It is considered of 
much greater importance than the Metcalf 
comet because of its pecullar appearance and 
for the fact that it is a recurring one. It is 
said to have peculiarities not formerly notice- 
able in comets. 

—— 

Prof. Barnard said the body appears in the 
large telescope at the observatory to be less 
of a comet or an asteroid than a link between 
them. An asteroid is defined by astronomers 
as “a starlike body.” The tail of the new 
comet, though faint, takes it out of the asteroid 
class. 5 

If later observations find it to be in a stage 
of transition, such as passing from one form 
to another, it is believed that the study of the 
body will result in new knowledge of comets, 
asteroids, and nebulous matter.

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Common Sense Needed 
More than Good Luck. 


BY SALLY JOY BROWN. 

VERY day is your lucky day—if you want 
it to he. Haven't you known women who 
wouldn't think of beginning something 
on a Friday or who wouldn't start on a 
trip that day, and haven't you heard 

enough about the unluckiness of thirteen to 
make you shiver every time you hear the men- 
tion of the number? 

Of course, you don't feel that way about 
either thirteen or Friday. We aren't any of us 
superstitious the Way we used to be. But there 
are many home workers who have a feeling they 
arent lucky. They don't blame their ill luck 
on any particular day, but they feel they just 
haven't been as lucky as some other of the 
home workers. 

The secret of the “luck” of the successful 
home workers is not that they are by nature 
blessed with unusual smiles of fortune, but 
that they study the demand and supply that 
demand, or they create their own demand by 
making something that other women simply 
can't get along without. 

> 


This is a letter that one of the lucky home 
workers wrote to us. Wouldn't you like to 
read it? 

When I began to work at home last year I 
didn’t have a great success. I crocheted lace 
that many other women were crocheting, and 
I charged prices that were just as high as 
others charged and in some cases a little higher. 
I did my work just about as well as any one 
else, but not enough better than others to get 
orders for me in spite of everything. When 
I didn’t get orders I wondered what the matter 
was and I said that I had never been lucky, any- 
way. I didn't realize then what the matter was. 
I thought that luck was the thing that brought 
orders to me, or didn’t, as the case might be. 

But now I know what the matter was. In 
the first place I tried to do the sort of work 
that there is a great deal of competition in. 
Then I wanted to get more money for my work 
than it was really worth with the competition. 

“One day this summer I began to figure 
things out and I decided that what I needed 
wasn't luck, but a lot of good sense. I made 
up my mind to try again. Because I haven't 
very original ideas I couldn't think of anything 
novel to do. All I can do is cook and sew. I'd 
tried sewing, so I thought this time I'd try 
cooking. I didn’t get into a field in which there 
was any less competition, but I determined to 
make a success of my work and to sell it no 
matter what happened. It seemed to me that 
small cakes would sell better than large ones, 
s0 I made small ones, and I put a price on them 
that was just as low as I could possibly make 
it and get any returns at all from my invest- 
ment. I remembered that before I had charged 
higher prices than other home workers, This 
time I charged lower ones and I—well, I have 
been so busy that I haven't had time to do any- 
thing else. Of course, I haven't given up keep- 
ing house just to make cakes and I don’t take 
any more orders than I can fill conveniently, but 
I have every one of my spare minutes taken 
now.

I'm telling you all about this first, because 
I want you to know that I have been able to 
succeed and that I thank you with all my heart 
for making that success possible, and, second, 
because I hope that you may think best to print 
this and so help some other home worker who 
thinks that luck ie against her. I wish that I 
could tell every one that luck isn’t something 
that smiles on you or doesn't, but it’s plain 
common sense put into practice.” 

Don't you, down in your heart, feel that way, 
too? Then there's no reason why you should 
feel that luck isn’t smiling on you, is there? 
And there’s no use in your feeling that today

Cereal Breakfast Foods,” there is the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

“Wheat is the most important brepdstuff, 
and in the United States ts glso an im 
breakfast cereal. The old English di 
menty, made by boiling the husked grains 
with. milk and spices, seems to be the only 
one in which the grain is used whole.” 

The farther back we go in cookery the less 
likely are we to believe that the old recipes 
are anything that we can use today, but one 
has to go back for a recipe for frumenty be- 
cause it is not in the modern books, and the 
recipe is one that is perfectly good for today. 

In the 1784 edition of Mrs. Glasse there is 
the recipe which is all that can be desired. 
The name given is “firmity.” Here it is in 
modern parlance: 

SOMERSETSHIRE FRUMENTY —To| a quart 
of ready boiled wheat put by degrees two 
quarts of new milk, breaking the jelly (it is 
possible to cook any grain so that it will 
Jelly), and then four ounces of currants, 
picked clean and washed. Stir them and boil 
till they are done. Beat the yolks of three 
eggs and a little nutmeg with two or three 
spoonfuls of milk add this to the wheat; stir 
them together while over the fire, then sweet- 
en, and serve cold in a deep dish. Some per- 
sons like it better warm.

This recipe divided by three will make a 
most wholesome and agreeable dessert. The 
currants may be omitted, and 
sugar, and then it may be eaten with or with- 
out sugar added. It has more to it than the 
best of rice puddings, especially a rice pud- 
ding made of polished rice.

Before the introduction of modern methods 
of milling people nad all there was to eat in 
the kernel of wheat, or might have. There 
is more than good proof today that we need 
what is in the husk as well as what is in 
the kernel, and all of this latter, including 
what is bleached out of it to make it white. 

In 1911 two of our government experts 
stated: Much has been said recently about 
the comparative values of wheat preparations 
with and without bran. The bran of wheat 
consists of three layers, all of which contain 
larger proportions of crude fiber than the in- 
terior of the grain. The two outer layers also

Coroner’s Body Recommends 
That Chinaman’s Wife Be 
Held to Grand Jury. 


SHE TELLS WEIRD TALE. 


Charlies Sing, the Chinese restaurant keeper, 
who Was mtirdered on Sept. 2, came to his 
death at the hand of his white wife, Mrs. 
Alice Sing. The verdict recommended that 
the woman be bound over to the grand jury 
on a charge of murder. 

The inquest was held at the Twenty-sec- 
ond street police station. Mrs. Sing, who has 
been under arrest since the murder, told for 
the first time in public her story of the night 
on which her husband waé stabbed to death 
while in bed with her. 


Tell of Violent Quarrels. , 

Other witnesses, men and women, Chinese 
and white, told of frequent violent quarrels 
between Sing and hie wife. The testimony 
also revealed deceptions practiced on the 
Chinaman by hie white wife. One of these 
brought in the name of George Der Norn, a 
half breed Chinese, for whom the police are 
now hunting as an accomplice to Mrs. Bing. 

„ Charlie and I were in bed,” said the wom- 
an in a low voice and in half “ pidgin ” Eng- 
lish. “I wake up and Charlie was moaning.

TAKE THIS MONEY? 


Promoter Mullen of “Charity 
Ball Game” Finds Himself 
in Sad Dilemma. 


PARTLY TO AID CONVICT. 


D. J. Mullen, promoter for profit of a base - 
ball game between ** aldermen and “county 
officials,” scheduled to take place at Comis- 
key park tomorrow afternoor, is seeking 
some worthy charity to accept a few hundred 
dollars. Lieut. Gov. Barratt O'Hara is ad- 

fertised to pitch the first ball. 

Mr. Mullen is sorely distressed. On two 
distinct occasions he succeeded in unloading 

e munificent sum of §260 on worthy institu- 
tions, but after due consideration these re- 
cipients refunded the money. Mr. Mullen 
feels that he must find some charitable source 
for part of the funds or he will get in bad.” 
to use one Of his owg expressions. 

In justice to Mr. Mullen, it ought to be 
atated that this $250 was not to be the final 
payment. He was prepared to double that 
sum. The remainder of the $24,000 sub- 
scribed and collected was to be divided be- 
tween Mr. Mullen, W. T. Bishop, Harry Ross, 
and a Fentieman who is confined in an 
Iowa penitentiary. 


Would Free Former Friend. 
Several months ago Mullen and his associ- 
ates—always in need of money—bethought 
themselves of their former friend and de- 
cided to raise funds to seek his liberation. 


| He is serving a five year term, but there is 


a chance with the pardon board. They were 
in a North Dearborn street saloon when the 
‘happy thought struck them. 

In aceordance with these plans, Bishop ad- 
vertised for solicitors, and hired seventy of 
them on a W per cent basis. Mullen rented 
a small office in the Crilly building and had 
the name H. V. Rothery’ painted on the 
door. “Rothery” signed the credentials for

According to the story told by these people, 
the princess bade the family good-night as 
usual shortly before midnight and retired to 
her apartments. A few minutes later a shot 
was heard and the princess was found dead 
on the floor of her room with a pistol in her 
hand and a hole in her forehead.

Cullen of the Court of Appeals, presiding, 
and the impeachment tribunal proceeded to 

The court convened at noon and 
edjourned an hour later until tomorrow to 
permit a committee of three to prepare and 
report rules of procedure. 

The assembly tonight adopted a resolution 
offered by Majority Leader Levy calling for 
the arrest of James ©. Garrison for alleged 
contempt in refusing to answer questions 
before the judiciary committee concerning 
Statements attributed to him to the effea 
that money was used to influence votes of 
certain members in bringing about the im- 
peachment ot Gov. Sulzer. 

Charges Which Gov. Sulzer Faces. 

Gov. Sulzer is charged with having filed a 
false statement of campaign contributions, 
with appropriationg contributions to his own 


improper use of his influence as governor to 
affect the political action of certain mem- 
bers of the assembly. Perjury and larceny 


are among the high crimes named.” 


The charges are set forth in eight articles 
of impeachmént and embrace in their sub- 
stance the findings of the Frawley committee 
of the legislature. This joint committee, cre- 
ated by the Democratic majority in both 
houses, was charged by the governor with 
ing inspired by Tammany hall to attack . 
because of his refusal to bow to the will of 
Charles F. Murphy. It began its investiga- 
tion shortly after investigations ordered by 
the governor into various state departments 
were under way. 


Omissions in Campaign Statement, 

The committee unearthed evidence which 
tended to show that eleven checks amount- 
ing to $8,500 were contributed to the Sulzer 
Campaign fund, which were omitted in the 
governor's sworn statement. That stat-- 
ment accounted for only $5,460. It was aleo 
brought out that during the progress of the 
campaign he received over $32,850 in cash. 

The articles of impeachment charge that 
this sum, together with the checks, was ap- 
propriated by the governor and “a large 
part thereof" used in speculating in stocks. 

Gov. Sulzer just before his impeachment 
denied improper use of campaign contribu- 
tions. Subsequently it was explained by the 
govertior’s friends that it was his wife who 
hed done the speculating in the funds with- 
out the governor's knowledge. 


Senator Frawley Put Under Oath. 
The first challenge came when Senator 


oath. Senator Frawley is chairman of the 
legisiative committee which furnished the 
evidence upon which the assembly board of 
mans gers based its charges against the ex- 
ecutive. 

Admitting the right to challenge, Judge 
Cullen ruled that the members of the court 
must be sworn before any proceedings were 
taken, and Senator Frawley took the oath. 
Judge Herrick announced that Senators 
Rameperger and Sanner, members of the 
Frawley committee, and Majority Leader 
Wagner would be chalienged at the proper 
time. 

Senator Wagner, Senator Elon R. Brown. 
the Republican leader, and Judge Willard 
Bartlett of the Court of Appeals, the com- 
mittee appointed to draft the rules of pro- 
cedure, had practically completed their work 
tonight. 

Apart from the adoption of these rules, in- 
terest in tomorrow's proceedings was focused 
on the expected legal battle over the right of 
the challenged senators to sit as members of 
the court. 

Challenge Members of Committee. 

The defense contends that the members of 
the Frawley committee, having uncovered 
the evidence against the governor, should 
not be permitted to assume the dual role of 
prosecutor and judge. 

The governor's attorneys refused to ex- 
plan why they purposed to challenge Sena- 
tor Wagner. 

Counsel for the assembly board of man- 
agers contend that precedent has established 
the richt of the challenged senators to sit 
as roembers of the court. 

The impeachment court as constituted to- 
day included forty-eight senators and nine 
judges of the Court of Appeals. A two-thirds 
majority of the court is required by the con- 
stitution to convict. 

Important Witness Is Missing. 

Louis A. Sarecky, secretary to Mr. Sulzer 
during the gubernatorial campaign and 
wanted as one of the star witnesses for the 
prosecution, is missing. 

The proceedings today were conducted with 
solemnity. Each senator as he took the oath, 
standing in the center of the semi-circular 
apace between the senators’ desks and the 
dais, seemed to realize the unusual signifi- 
cance of the occasion. The rémarks of coun- 
sel were couched in formal terms and each 
bowed low as he arose to address the court. 
Imbued by the solemnity of the scene, spec- 
tators in the galleries watched the proceed- 
ings in silence at no time disturbed. Among

Bay State Commission Hears 


Arguments; Dr. Hadley Chos- 
on to Directorene. 


Boston, Mass., sept. 18.—The plan of the 


New York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road, which is seeking the authorization of 
the Massachusetts public service commission 
for a $67,000,000 issue of convertible deben- 
ture bonds, was objected to today by former 
Gov. Morgan G. Bulkeley of Connecticut and 


his counsel, James F. Jackson, former chair- 


man of the Massachusetts railroad oommis- 


sion and representing holders of 12,000 shares 
of New Haven stock. 

Two features of the bond issue are con- 
demned by the objectors, namely, the under- 
writing proposition and the convertibility of 
the bonds. Mr. Bulkeley contended that the 
issue could be sold direct to the holders of 
New Haven stocks and bonds without under- 
writing. To support this contention, he said 
that the rights on the proposed issue were 
selling in the market at a premium. 


Blames Big Interests for Trouble. 

“IT am not scared by the ‘suggestion of a 
receivership—a suggestion which has come 
principally from New Haven directors,“ he 
said. “ The financial affairs of the road have 
been rotten for ten years. The road has been 
controlled by the large interests, which have 
always outvoted the minority stockholders 
when the latter disapproved buying trolley 
and steamship lines.“ 

E. R. Robbins, general counsel of the road, 


admitted under questioning that Massachu- 


setts trolley holdings, which the Supreme 
court of Massachusetts ordered sold, were 
owned by the Ballard company, a New Hav- 
en subsidiary. Under the laws of Connecti- 
cut the road was permitted to own stock of 
other corporations, and, therefore, he said, 
“ the commission might assume that the rail- 


road company had carried out the mandate 


of the court.” Other facts, he said, were 
„not material to the present hearing.” 


Dr. Hadley Put on Directbrate. 


New York, Sept. 18.—Meetings of the 


New Haven directors and those of subsidiary 
lines were held today at which the reorgan- 
ization caused by the recent resignation of 
President Charles 8. Mellen and the elec- 


tion of Howard Elliott resulted in further 


changes. 

Arthur A. Hadley, president of Yale uni- 
versity, and James H. Hustis, recently 
elected a vice president of the New Haven, 
were elected directors. It is understood Mr. 
Hadley's name was first advanced by the 
New Haven's New England protective com- 
mittee.’ Mr. Hustis will become president 
of the New Haven in the near future when 
Mr. Elliott will be elevated to the chairman- 
ship of that system and all its subsidiaries.
